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Sir: 


I  submit  herewith  the  annual  report  of  the  Division  of 
Police  covering  the  year  ending  December  31,    1936.      The  tables 
herein  set  forth  present  statistics  compiled  from  our  basic  records. 
They  constitute  a  summary  of  the  achievements  of  the  force  during 
the  year  and  contain  data  with  respect  to  crime  and  offenders  in 
the  City.     The  Guide  for  Preparing  Annual  Police  Reports,   issued  by 
the  International  Association  of  Chiefs  of  Police,  has  been  con- 
formed to  whenever  possible  and,  where  feasible,  figures  of  previous 
years  have  been  shown  for  purposes  of  comparison. 

A  major  improvement  inaugurated  during  the  year  was  the 
installation  of  a  system  for  centralized  registration  of  all  arrests, 
which  became  effective  January  1.     All  prisoners  are  now  registered 
and  held  in  custody  at  Central  Station,   City  Hall,   thereby  reducing 
the  places  of  detention  from  seven  to  one  and  effecting  certain  econ- 
omies in  costs  of  handling  prisoners,  greater  speed  in  preparation  of 
court  dockets  and  easier  reference  to  arrest  records.     This  new  sys- 
tem is  a  decided  improvement  over  the  old  plan  of  registering  and 
holding  prisoners  at  the  various  district  police  stations. 

Another  noteworthy  accomplishment  was  the  formation  of  the 
Accident  Investigation  Bureau  on  July  20,  following  instruction  of  a 
class  of  48  patrolmen  by  Lieut .  Frank  Kreml  and  Captain  Ray  Ashworth, 
of  the  Evanston,   111.,  and  Wichita,  Kan.,   Police  Departments  respect- 
ively.    Six  patrolmen  from  each  of  the  seven  districts  were  assigned 
to  traffic  accident  investigation  in  scout  cars,   in  addition  to  the 
two  officers  in  the  "Safety  Car."     Each  auto  engaged  in  this  work  is 
equipped  with  a  camera,  steel  measuring  tape,  complete  first-aid  out- 
fit and  red  flares.     This  squad  has  made  splendid  progress  in  effect- 
ing convictions  in  traffic  accident  cases.     From  July  20  to  December 
31  inclusive,  971  cases  were  brought  to  court.     Of  these  838  convict- 
ions were  secured.     Of  123  "hit-and-run"  cases,  90  of  the  drivers 
were  apprehended  and  convicted  in  court. 

Research  has  been  initiated  on  a  system  for  identification 
of  criminals  by  marks  and  scars  to  assist  the  investigator  in  the 
field.     The  research  on  hair,   skeletons,   teeth  and  psychic  manifesta- 
tions previously  begun  has  been  continued;  but  the  work  on  tobacco 
and  ash  has  been  dropped  as  useless  to  a  police  officer.    The  labora- 
tory aided  in  the  investigation  of  61  homicide  cases,   of  which  but 
one  remains  unsolved.     Ten  such  cases  were  investigated  for  other 
authorities . 

Beginning  with  a  total  personnel  of  622  on  January  1,  the 
force  was  increased  by  the  filling  of  eleven  old  vacancies,   so  that 
at  the  close  of  the  year  the  numerical  strength  was  633.     The  aver- 
age age  of  the  force  on  December  31  was  40  years,  and  its  average 
length  of  service  13  years.     Two  classes  of  recruits,  totalling  40 
men,  were  instructed  in  laws,  ordinances,  general  police  and  court 
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procedure  and  first-aid  during  the  year.  "In  service"  classes  for 
regular  patrolmen  were  also  held  at  intervals  throughout  the  year, 
including  instruction  in  and  demonstration  of  methods  of  administer- 
ing first-aid.  Asa  result,  294  officers,  all  under  40  years  of  age, 
completed  the  American  Red  Cross  standard  course  and  are  well  qual- 
ified to  render  first-aid. 

At  the  beginning  of  1936,  nine  patrols,  103  automobiles 
and  35  motorcycles  were  in  use.     During  the  year  two  Ford  V-8  patrols 
were  purchased  to  replace  two  old  model  patrols  that  were  worn  out 
and  not  fit  to  be  repaired.     Fifteen  Ford  V-8  sedans,   seven  Ford  V-8 
coupes  and  fifteen  Harley-Davidson  motorcycles  were  bought  as  replace- 
ments.    Due  to  the  age,  mileage  and  general  condition  of  nineteen  of 
the  old  model  cars  still  in  use,   it  will  be  advisable  to  consider 
replacing  them  in  the  near  future.     During  the  year,  29  new  type 
receiving  sets  were  installed  in  police  automobiles. 

The  Police  Credit  Union  has  had  a  successful  year.     It  was 
organized  in  1935  by  seven  members  of  the  force  for  the  purpose  of 
promoting  thrift  and  creating  a  source  of  credit  for  provident  and 
productive  purposes.       At  the  end  of  1936,  377  members  belonged  to 
the  association.     A  dividend  of  5%  was  paid  for  the  year. 

The  fourth  annual  Police  Memorial  Service  was -held  at  Taft 
Auditorium  on  Sunday  afternoon,  February  23,  in  memory  of  the  members 
who  passed  away  in  1935.     The  roll  call  of  departed  associates 
included  six  active  and  eighteen  retired  members.     The  police  drum 
corps,  orchestra  and  quartet  added  much  to  the  impress! veness  of  the 
service.     This  was  the  first  appearance  of  the  police  orchestra  in 
public . 

On  June  25,  Patrolman  Lawrence  Robbins  was  shot  to  death 
by  two  youths  in  the  act  of  committing  a  robbery.     They  were  both 
apprehended  later  and  subsequently  sentenced  to  the  Ohio  Penetenti- 
ary  for  life.     The  passing  of  this  fine  young  officer  was  a  distinct 
loss  to  the  department. 

While  we  feel  that  an  excellent  record  has  been  made  this 
year  by  our  comparatively  low  complement  of  police  officers,  the 
appointment  of  100  additional  patrolmen,  which  is  contemplated  for 
1937 ,  will  result  in  greatly  increased  service  to  the  public,  stricter 
enforcement  of  law  and  order  and  better  handling  of  the  traffic  prob- 
lem, which  is  constantly  becoming  more  complicated  as  the  number  of 
motor  vehicles  increases.

AN  OUTLINE  OF  CINCINNATI  POLICE  HISTORY 


Settled  in  1788,   and  a  frontier  town  for  many  years,  Cincinnati 
was  incorporated  as  a  village  in  1802,  with  a  population  of  some  800  souls. 
Today,   the  City  of  Cincinnati  comprises  approximately  473,000  persons. 

Earliest  policing  dates  from  1803,  when  a  night  watch  of  all  male 
citizens  over  21  years  of  age,   serving  in  rotation  without  pay,  was  estab- 
lished by  the  President  of  Council   (Mayor).     Each  man  thus  serving  carried 
a  watchman's  rattle  for  summoning  assistance  and  giving  signals. 

With  Cincinnati's  rapid  growth  to  a  city,  certain  citizens,  irked 
by  their  enforced  duty  as  watchmen ,  initiated  a  movement  in  1819  to  establish 
a  fund  to  pay  for  the  services  of  professional  night-watchmen  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Mayor.    In  that  year  the  City's  population  was  9,000,  and  the  corpora- 
tion limits  were  from  Sixth  Street  to  the  Ohio  River  and  from  Eggleston  Ave. 
to  Walnut  St.     By  1826,  this  watch  numbered  two  captains  and  eighteen  patrol- 
men. 

Finally,  in  1834,  City  Council  passed  an  ordinance  levying  a  tax 
on  property  owners  to  pay  for  the  salaries  of  these  men.     Thus  was  created 
a  true  "police  force"  under  direct  responsibility  to  the  taxpayers  of  the 
city,   the  first  of  its  kind  to  be  established  anywhere  in  the  world.  In 
1842,   a  day  watch  of  two  men  was  added  to  supplement  the  night  force.  In 
1855,  when  there  were  a  hundred  men  on  the  force  and  the  city's  population 
was  approximately  135,000,  three  detectives  were  appointed  for  special 
investigation  work. 

From  the  earliest  date  the  city  watchmen  were  under  the  authority 
of  the  various  town  or  city  marshals.     In  1859,  the  position  of  City  Marshal 
was  abolished  and  that  of  Chief  of  Police  created.     This  latter  title  was 
changed,  in  1873,  to  that  of  Superintendent  of  Police. 

All  appointments  and  dismissals  of  police  personnel  from  the  begin- 
ning were  on  a  political  basis,  at  the  pleasure  .of  the  mayors  in  office.  In 
1886,  however,  a  non-partisan  Board  of  Police  Commissioners  was  established 
by  state  law  to  take  over  the  direct  supervision  and  control  of  the  force 
from  the  Mayor,  with  selection  on  a  merit  basis  from  a  non-political  eligi- 
ble list  as  the  requisite  for  appointment  or  promotion. 

In  1903,  a  Board  of  Public  Safety  was  formed  by  a  merger  of  the 
Boards  of  Police  and  Fire  Commissioners.     At  this  time  the  position  of  Chief 
of  Police  was  re-established.     Six  years  later,  however,   in  1909,   the  Board 
of  Public  Safety  was  abolished,  and  a  Director  of  Public  Safety  was  appointed 
to  assume  charge  of  the  police,  fire,  welfare,  and  other  safety  functions. 

In  1910,   the  merit  system  of  appointments  and  promotions  was  fort- 
ified by  the  passage  of  the  present  Civil  Service  Law,  the  formation  of  a 
Board  of  Commissioners  and  the  appointment  of  a  Civil  Service  Examiner.  The 
population  of  Cincinnati  was  then  363,591  and  the  649  men  on  the  police 
force  patrolled  49  square  miles,   the  approximate  area  of  the  city  at  that 
time . 


Because  of  the  increasing  use  of  fingerprint  records,   the  Bertil- 
lon  Department,  which  was  established  in  1892,  became  the  Bureau  of  Identi- 
fication in  1912.     The  year  1913  witnessed  the  discard  of  the  horse-drawn 
vehicles  and  the  motorization  of  the  patrol  wagon  service,   together  with  the 
use  of  motorcycles  for  traffic  patrol.     By  1920  the  city  had  grown  to  401,247 
and  the  police  force  consisted  of  696  men. 

On  January  1,   1926,   the  City  Charter  form  of  government  was  inaug- 
urated, placing  the  police,   together  with  all  other  executive  branches  of 
the  municipal  service,  directly  under  the  control  of  the  City  Manager.  In 
1930  the  position  of  Director  of  Safety  was  restored  and  the  force  estab- 
lished as  the  Division  of  Police  of  the  Department  of  Safety. 

In  1927  the  number  of  police  districts  was  reduced  from  ten  to 
seven.     The  control  of  all  traffic  matters  was  removed  from  the  districts 
and  placed  under  the  command  of  a  Superintendent  of  Traffic.     Also,   in  this 
year,  a  teletype  system  of  inter-communication  was  installed,  and  the  pres- 
ent style  of  uniform  with  the   .38  caliber  revolver  was  adopted. 

In  1928,   the  motor  patrol  of  beats  in  outlying  districts  replaced 
the  foot  patrol  and  the  force  was  completely  motorized.     During  this  same 
year  the  uniform  crime  reporting  procedure  was  introduced  and  a  centralized 
Bureau  of  Records  was  established.     In  1930  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  reported 
the  City's  population  as  451,160.     There  were  then  662  names  on  the  police 
payroll . 

Communication  was  considerably  improved  in  1931  by  the  establish- 
ment of  Station  X  and  the  completion  of  the  police  radio  installation,  which 
had  been  begun  in  1930.     Also  in  1931,   the  City  Retirement  System  was  estab- 
lished, replacing  the  Police  Relief  Fund  for  members  who  chose  to  join  and 
for  all  recruited  thereafter. 

In  1933  the  city-wide  Safety  Patrol  was  formally  established  and 
in  1934,  with  the  number  of  deaths  from  vehicular  accidents  constantly 
increasing,   the  first  unit  of  an  accident  investigation  squad  was  added. 
In  1936  the  Traffic  Accident  Investigation  Squad  was  formally  organized  with 
especially  selected  and  trained  men  in  motor  cars  equipped  with  cameras, 
measuring  tapes,   road  flares,  first  aid  kits,  etc. 

A  noteworthy  addition  to  the  police  activities  was  also  made  in 
1934  when,  with  the  formation  of  the  Institute  of  Legal  Medicine,   the  Police 
Crime  Laboratory  was  established.     Located  in  the  Pathological  Building  of 
the  Cincinnati  General  Hospital  and  equipped  with  ballistic,  x-ray,  poly- 
graphic,  photographic,  microscopic  and  other  equipment,   its  operation  united 
the  efforts  of  the  police,   the  Hospital  and  the  University  of  Cincinnati  in 
alleviating  crime  and  apprehending  criminals. 

Effective  January  1,   1936,  Central  Station  was  established  at  City 
Hall  for  the  purpose  of  centralizing  at  one  point  instead  of  seven  the  reg- 
istration and  detention  of  all  persons  arrested.     In  this  year  the  police 
personnel  numbered  633,   the  population  of  the  city. was  473,421  and  its  area 
approximately  73  square  miles.     Together  with  the  contiguous  cities  and 
villages,   the  region  known  as  Greater  Cincinnati  comprises  a  metropolitan 
area  with  a  population  of  nearly  850,000.     The  frontier  town  of  148  years 
ago  has  grown  into  one  of  the  world's  great  cities.
